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the late Earl of S—d—d lived but a fingle 
year longer, [don’t think but he would have 
pulhed openly theexecution of his {cheme; 
and it is fcarce to be doubted that he muft 
have fucceeded. But indeed he had a- 
droitly opened himfelf a channel, which 
neither of the others had the opportunity 
of doing. 

My Lord S—d—d found a ftranger on 
the thronc, who had no liking to the na- 
tion, and lefs perhaps to the h—r ap—t. 
An abdication by fuch a prince would be 
no fuch great matter of admiration ; nor 
would the renewal of the conftitution, 
during the influence of a minilter acting 
under a prince fo indifferent about the 
polleiion, be a matter of much difficulty 
or hazard. 

The danger was thought, by the late 
Q—, to be fo imminent, that fhe artfully 
projected a counter {cheme, which muit 
have defeated the late K— and his mini- 
fers project, if it could have been execu- 
ted. The then Emprefs was the engine 
by which the P—fs of W—s hoped to 
bring the court of Rome to an opinion, 
that it would be the intereft of the com- 
petitor to cede his pretenfions for a fum 
ofmoney. Could fuch a ceflion be ob- 
tained, the h—r ap—t might then ftand 
upon his own bottom, in oppofition to 
his father, fhould he faffer himfelf to be 
inveigled by his minifters. 

But this {cheme being difcovered to the 
minitter, by a fecret interception of the 
correfpondence between the princefles, the 
cale of the h—r ap—t became more de- 
frerate, as the minifter now found him- 
\clf obliged to precipitate the execution of 
his fcheme. But crofs accidents inter- 
veening for a while, and Lord S—d—d’s 
ceath afterwards, the project dropt for 
that time ; but not without fufpicion that 
it would be taken again us foon as the 
Prince could find a minifter on whofe 
trath and principles he could rely. 

Che correfpondence between the late 
Q—~n and the Emprefs being fufpected by 
ny uncle, it was refolved that I, who was 
charged with carrying my miftrefs’s let- 
ers to the pait, fhould open, and take 
“opies of them. But fuch copies, and 
° original, detained as a proof, being 
sd before Lord S—d—d and the late 
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K—., it may be eafily judged how the dif- 
fenfion in the R—I f—-y was widened. 

It is no lefs extraordinary, than worthy 
the notice of true Englifhmen, that moft, 
if not all the chief minifters fince the re- 
volution, have had their eye on the o/d 
conffitution, no lefs than the firft great re- 
volutioners ; who, as I faid before, never 
intended to journey fo far as the urgen- 
cy of the times obliged them. I am well 
fatisfied that Lord Godolphin and the 
great Duke of M——h withed as warmly 
to the o/d confiitution as my uncle Harley, 
and had wrought as arduoufly on their 
plan, for its i , ashe did on his, 
or as Ihave on mine. 

But that which is lefs known, tho’ not 
lefs certain, is, that the late Ear] S— h—e 
had his fcheme for retrieving the miftakes 
of the laft century, as well as both the 
preceeding and fucceeding minifters. His 
plan indeed was fingular, but was not the 
lefs apt and feafible for being fo. He 
would have had fo much power thrown 
into the hands of the prince, that he muft 
be an angel if he did not mifufe it; by 
which means he propofed a republick 
fhould rife on the ruins of monarchy. 

It is well known, that that Nobleman 
profefled republican principles ; nor is it 
doubted he would have gone as far, per- 
haps farther, than any man of his coun- 
try, towards maintaining thofe profet- 
fions. But it is indifputable alfo, that he 
encouraged that opinion, and feemingly 
adopted it himfeif, as Roman Catholicks 
do infidclity, the better to introduce their 
own faith upon the ruins of the reforma- 
tion, which permits unbounded religious 
freedom, Had he lived to have raited a 
commonwealth on the deftruction of king- 
ly government, by granting the prince 
more power than the conititution war- 
ranted, he could not fail re-eftablifhing 
the ancient povernment in the confulion 
of the popular, to which the Englith are 
by no means fitted by nature. 

Except Lord B ke, whofe vani- 
ty or bad heart obftruéted the Treafurer’s 
{cheme, and whofe conduct afterwards in 
France rendered his integrity queltionable 
at leaft; I fay, excepting him, ture am 
there had not been a fingle Englith mini- 
{ter of fenfe and influence (and fome I 
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have known with the latter without the 
former) fince the revolution, that had not 
‘aconttant view to the recovery of the con- 
;ftitution. There were fome few foreign- 
ers indeed, during that period, fuch as 
Bentinck, Berenfdorf, and Bothmar, that 
may have had other views. But fuch ex- 
oticks ought to be out of the queftion 
with Englifhmen, whofe wildom fhould 
always lead them to the maintenance of 
that conftitution tranfmitted down, with 
their freedom, by their anceltors. 

Tho’ each of thofe great men took dif- 
ferent roads, they all pointed to the fame 
goal, Each fhaped his conduct as the cir- 
cum{tance of feafons and party permitted. 
I will not deny, however, that they may 
have had an eye to their own immediate 
intereit, while they were {cheming for the 
community ; but, if they blended that of 
polterity with their own, they were excu- 
fable. And that they did fo, I am con- 
vinced, becaufe I have feen fuch proofs as 
Ought to convince. 

But of all their plans Lord Oxford’s 
was the fimpleft, and confequently foon- 
eft and eafieft executed. Nay, it would 
almoft have executed itfelf, if he had not 
had the ficklenefs of his Royal miftrefs, 
and the rottennefs of St J—n and H—+, 
to obftruct his career. But his plan would 
not do fince the acceffion ; and I often 
heard him fay fo; adding, that, it he 
were to ferve the new rulers, he would 
work upon a con/umptive plan, his term 
for tiring out the nation with debts, taxes, 
coercive laws, and clogs upon trade and 
induftry, fo as that they would of them- 
felves do their own belt work. 

The fecond Robert, with flower facul- 
ties and Iefs refolution, feems to have ‘d- 

opted a plan of this lait complexion: but 
whether it was an original with him, or 
he took it up at fecond hand, from that 
faving of Lord Oxford's, I cannot fay ; 
only I thould think it was not his own, 
becaufe he certainly was flow of invention, 
and of a very circumtcribed genius. 

I have been aftonithed to think how Mr 
W-—e, with fuch moderate talents, a 
narrow fortune, and very few or no re- 
Sations of figure or interett, had been able 
to pufh himtelf to the fummit of power. 
The fupporting himfelf there fo long as 
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he did, may be eafily accounted for. | 
» OV 
thofe who know how exceflively lavith he 
was of the publick money to his creatures 
anddependents. But that watteof the reve. 
nue would have been neceflary, on his plan 
if he had not had the maintenance of si 
own power in view. For, as has been 
already obferved, that minifter’s {chem 
was, to drain away the riches of the nati 
on, and watte and enervate their {trenpth, 
fo as that in length of time they would 
come of themfelves to a fenfe of their con 
dition, and be ready to exchange it fora 
better. 
Another branch of his fcheme was, to 
corrupt the morals of the people gencral- 
ly, in order to create an indifference in 


them towards religion and potterity. Aj 


difregard for the latter would plunge them 
naturally into profufion and luxury, which 
would neceflarily hurry on poverty 
and defpair; and a difrelifh for religious 
worthip in general, would render them 
lefs anxious and averfe to thofe religious 
tenets that had given the beit colour for 
the late change in the conititution. 

I was willing to think, even before! 
came into parliament, which was on the 
acceflion of the reigning prince, that St 
Robert had a view to Lord Oxtord’s debi: 
litating plan; and on this fuppolition, 
which I communicated to fome of my 
friends, I would have joined him the fir 
day, if 1 had not weakly fuffered mye! 
to be perfuaded againft my own private 
opinion. Our people could not be re 
foned out of that old track which they hi 
travelled in from the revolution, ‘Th 
thought it meritorious to oppofe and clot 
the meafures of the court: whereas, o 
the fyftem I laid down to myfelf, to abe 
and indulge the court, was the furc, the 
flow means of reducing the people to t%™ 
low condition, which often renders a 2 
tion wife and defperate. 

It is in politicks as in religion : the of 
ter generally thrives by pertecution, 
fo do courts and minifters by oppolitie” 
Therefore, inftead of joining in the (trons 
and violent oppofition to the miniiter, " 
my coming into parliament, 1 ought an’ 
would have inlifted with him, if hac 
weakly fubmitted to others, who, 
the fame principles, acted on 
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plans. But, after a fruitlefs contention 
of two years with my party, to bring them 
toa relith of my tcheme, I quitted them 
entirely, and refigned my/elf implicitly to 
be the creature of the court. 

The firlt debate of moment I appeared 
in, in my new fphere, was concerning the 
treaty of Seville; which, as it was a mea- 
fure neceflarily productive of brangles and 
expence, was entirely confiltent with my 
plan. And it was on this occafion that 
Iwas firft able to form a certain judgment 
of the minifter’s real intentions. The 
day after that firft grand debate, in which 
I was thought to have made fome figure, 
Sir Robert was pleafed to feleét me for his 
evening-companion. After he had paf- 
fed me large compliments on the glory, 
ashe phrafed it, 1 had acquired the day 
before, he afked me, with an air of great 
ferioufnefs, what were my private fenti- 
ments of a meafure I had fo well defended 
in publick. As I believed the queftion to 
have been put purpofely to furnilh an op- 
portunity for an eclairciffement on both 
fides, 1 made no hefitation to avow my 
difapprobation of it, as being pregnant 
with future fquabbles and diffentfions. ‘I 
am miftaken, (faid he, fmiling), or you 
would not have been fo very eloquent in 
praife of the treaty, if you had thought it 
conducive to the real intereft of the pre- 
lent family.”--I repliedimmediately, That 
the welfare of the community being the 
firlt and chief object of my attention, I 
tried every meafure by that touchttone ; 
and that, as I looked on the treaty in 
— to be, in its confequences, a mea- 
ure deftructive of that welfare, I tacitly 
diftpproved of it, without confideringhow 
much or how little the intereft of the fa- 
mily was concerned. And I added, that 
however the nature of his employ might 
oblige him to fubmiffion, I did not doubt, 
but he had, as myfelf, the publick good 
ever and ehiefly in view. 

Here the Knight took me by my hand, 
faving, “Mr W n, you are more 
deeply difcerning for your years than any 
of our modern youth; and I am pleafed 
1 was not miftaken in my opinion of your 
fecret motive for leaving your party, and 
coming over to us, without being fought 
carneltly after as you might juftly have 
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expected. You perceived, I fuppofe, or 
thought you did, the tendency of my con- 
duct, and imagined a fimilitude, which in- 
clined you to co-operate with me in the 
favourite underteking, You are not mif- 
taken (continued he) in your opinion of 
my private fentiments, nor in your con- 
jectures of the true motive of my conduct. 
I may not live, or continue in power long 
enough to perfect my f{cheme ; but am 
fure to lay fuch a foundation as my fuc- 
ceffor may build upon with certainty, and 
complete the work. It is probable (faid 
he) you will be that finifher; and I fin- 
cerely wifh you may, for the publick good. 
For, fhould P yorC-—--  t, from 
the effects of the prefent oppofition, fuc- 
ceed to my influence, 1 cannot anfwer 
they will purfue my plan. And as tor 
P-——m, the likelieit man next vourielt, 
if the oppofition prevails not, whatever 
his private fentiments concerning the 3/2 
conftitution be 5 for Inzver had contidence 
enough in him, to truit him with mine; 
he has not parts equal to fo arduous an 
undertaking : and therefore I fhould fu- 
{pect the glorious work would mi{carry i 
his hands, even tho’ his brother thould 
co-operate with him; who, by the by, 
hasa better underitanding, tho’ he be more 
confufed, and lefs laborious. I cannot 
fay what the D ——-’s difcernment (and 
let me fay that his judgment is more folid, 
when he affords himfelf leiftre for feri- 
ous reflexion, than is commonly imagi- 
ned) and love of his country may prompt 
him to tranfaét in favour of the 
tution ; but am well atlured he was neither 
bred nor born, as you and I were, with 
fentiments in its favour. As for P — y, 
his thirft for wealth occupies his mind too 
much to leave room for other contidera- 
tions, efpecially if attended with ritk and 
danger. He dreads too much the conte- 
quence of publick confufion, to join in 
the recovery of the off conffituiton, 
the, folidity of his underttanding might 
inform him the attempt would be eligible. 
If ever C -——t thould be velted with 
power, he will take a direct contrary path 
to the defirable goal than you and 1 would 
chufe. And as mean an opinion as [have 
of the man’s virtue, I believe he thinks 
and wilhes as we do; therefore would be 
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forry he ever fhould ingrofs the Royal 
e—r, becaufe his plan, which, from the 
reltleitnefs and arrogance of his difpofiti- 
on, I reckon would be built on war and 
confufion, could not fail of producing 
fuch effects as would add to the power of 
the c——n3 which neceflarily ob-

{chem:.” 

Arter this difcovery of his private fenti- 
ments, the minifter fell into the confidera- 
tion of the difficulty of fupporting hin-felf, 
where there were two diftinct interefts to 
be purfued, and he was not at liberty to 
cherifh the natural as much as he wasin- 
clined, nor to lofe fight of the foreign, as 
often as the latter feemed incompatible 
with the firft, On this occafion he in- 
ftanced the treaty of Hanover in 1725, 
which he faid was partly the product of 
that hot blundering {tatefman’s brain, 
his brother-in-law; of whom he was ob- 
lized to get rid, becaufe he conftantly per- 
plexed his {cheme, tho’ he believed with- 
out defign, as not being in his feerets. 

I own I could not fee why Sir Robert 
fhould object to this treaty, any more 
than that of Seville: for on his general 
plan, which was, to drain, perpiex and 
weaken his country, the alliance of Ha- 
nover was fuperlatively well calculated. 
But 1 am to tuppofe, that that treaty, 
which may be deemed a meafure entirely 
Electoral, bad rendered him too depen- 
cent on France and the Hanoverian mi- 
nifters. In this light indeed the treaty 
might not be relifhed by the minifter 5 0- 
therwife it had the appearance of an- 
{wering his purpofe, as no meafure could 
in its nature be more productive of per- 
plexity and expence. 

Another reafon for Sir Robert’s fecret 
difapprobation of the treaty might be, 
that it furnifhed his opponents with too 
ftrang and f{pecious arguments againtt his 
adminiftration. And herein he fthewed 
his fagacity, it being certain that the trea- 
ty of Hanover, tho’ made in 1725, had 
occalioned his fallin For tho’ it 
be true there were many other interveen- 
ing circumttances that concurred, he him- 
felf was tteddily of opinion, that the blun- 
der of Lord T —h—n, as he always cal- 
Jed that treaty, was the mediate founda: 
tion of the triumph of his cuemics, 
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On Sir Robert’s plan and mine {uch a 
treaty might have been fingularly expedis 
ent, as it neceflarily opened the fluice of 
expence, eftranged from us and weekened 
our nawural ally the late Emperor Charles 
V1. and {trengthened the hands of our 
hereditary enemies the French. But on 
the other hand, as it might tend hereafter 
to enlarge the power of the prefent Royal 
family in the empire, and therefore might 
prove an impediment to the perfection of 
the projected fcheme, I was always forry 
whenever the neceflities of the adminiitia- 
tion obliged me to juttify it. 

This was my opinion during Sir Ro- 
bert’s adminiftration ; but have altered it 
fince, on perceiving that all attempts for 
enlarging the Electoral power in Germany 
have conftantly had a direct contrary ef 
fect, The jealoufy of the German prin- 
ces, particularly of his P—n Majelty, 
has all along increafed in proportion to 
the influence which this crown was fup- 
pofed to have given to the electorate in 
the empire. Is it not perceivable, ever 
fince the breaking out of the prefent 
troubles on the continent, that all out 
meafures for the fupport of the houtle of 
Auttria, were either directly oppoled, of 
indirectly clogged, by the other powers 
of the empire, upon no other principle 
but that of independency ? An increale 
of the power of the houfe of Autltia has 
been no lefs dreaded, than an addition to 
that of the houfe of H—r. Norco I 
think the Pruffian jealoufy of the houle 
of Auftria, on account of Silelia, to exceed 
that of the houfe of H—r, on account 
of the diadem of thefe kingdoms. 

The King of Pruffia would naturally, 
T may fay neceffarily, be at the head ot 
a Proteftant intere{t in Germany, if this 
crown did not add fo much greater lultre 
and weight to the electorate of 
than may be confiftent with the sa 
its neighbours.

How 
have they merited the attention or a 
bation of men of fenfe and candour ? 
Churchmen, before my time, may have 
had fome title to the efleem of the peo- 
ple; but, fince 1] had any knowledge of 
men, the clergy have brought the c——h 
itfelf into c——t. So that if my Lord 
fhould be weaned trom his vene- 
ration for the church, as well as many 
others, let them who have been the pri- 
mary canfe take thame ta themfelves, and 
bear the blame. 

I fhall always efteem that great man 
for his virtues, tho’ he thould ner fee 
the infide of a church during his lite; 
nor fhall L think him tefs the friend to 
the tree coutituticn of his country tor be- 
ing no friend to venal worldly pricits. 
Ibelieve he oppoted Sir Robert, not know- 
ing his fecret intentions, or not luppo= 
fing him fo virtuous as to intend any 
thing 


r, he abhorred the thoughts of a re=. 
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thing that fhould clafh with his own im- 
mediate intereft or influence, And if he 
continued oppofing the fucceeding mini- 
fter, it was not that he looked upon his 
incafures as unapt for the purpofe of my 
fajutary fcheme, but that he was afraid 
the pufhing fervant might indulge his 
, in bringing an army of cherifh- 
ed foreigners home to us, that might 
overturn, inftead of reftoring the confti- 
tution. As there are but few things the 
Jate minifter was not capable of doing 
towards continuing his own influence, 
it he had been at the helm in the late 
unhappy troubles, I fhould expect fuch 
an army of H——ns in the bowels of 
our country, as might be much eafier 
brought hither than fent away. 

This diftinguifhed Nobleman has been 
lately taken into the miniftry ; but it is 
m fuch a ftate of fubordination, as his 
high fpirit would never bruik, if he had 
not fuch patriot views as I myfelf had, 
and {till have, in taking a fhare in the 
condact of publick affairs, for the com- 
pletion of my favourite fcheme.

Tho’ I had not a much better opinion 
of our {tatefmen or Generals than the mi- 
nilier, nor a more favourable one of 
France; yet I was willing to try the 
chance of war, believing it might more 
immediately anfwer my purpofe than 
peace, Some lucky incident, I thought, 
might happen, during the war, to open a 
Way to that ofd con/titution 1 was fo paf- 
fionately fond of, which could not be ho- 
ped for in a period of peace and tranquil- 
lity. And, for this reafon, tho’ I was 
not at liberty to oppofe the convention 
directly, I took care that my juftification 
of it fhould rather inflame than abate the 
feuds and heats both within doors 2nd 
without; iniomuch that I may fay I had 
contributed as much to the Spanith war, 
by my manner of oppofing it, as thofe 
that had openly recommended it. Nor 
did this fubterfuge efcape the penetration 
of Sir Robert ; who, more than once, up- 
braided me with my addrefs (his foft 
phrafe) in regard to the convention. 

I acted pretty near the like part in my 
abetment of the court-{cheme for an ex- 
cife on wine and tobacco; a{cheme which 
was handed to the minilter with an in- 
junction from which there was no rece- 
ding for one that would continue his in- 
fluence. Iknew my countrymen fo weil, 
that I was fure they would not only ac- 
quicfce in the mealure, if perfected ; but 
forget, or at leail forgive the invaders ot 
their hberties. Therefore my aim was to 
incenfe and inflime by a feeming fuppozt 
of the meafure, but with no view to car- 
rying the fcheme into exccution. “The 
too great additional power it would give 
the crown was my principal objection tu 
it; but not as it might indanger the L 
berties of the people, fo much as that it 
might obftruct their reef, which ever 
had in my view, and uppermott in my 
thoughts. 

The future reizef of the community, 
the happinefs of my country, and of my 
prince, were the conftant objects 
of my attention, and the motives of my 
condu&, And thocegh 1 will not atlore 
that Sir Robert was as warmly 
tins 
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this principle as I, yet I will do his me- 
amory the juftice to fay, that I verily be- 
lieve his {cheme of peace was founded on 
a fuppofition that war would rather retard 
than accelerate the completion of our ge- 
neral fcheme. He had no opinion of 
either the honour, piety or friendfhip of 
France; nor was he better reconciled to 
the virtue of his countrymen, whom he 
believed might be driven by neceflity, 
but not indice into compunction for the 
horrid crime of their fathers. 

He often complained to me, that my 
party, as he was wont to call thofe I had 
quitted, did not feem to difcern the drift 
of his conduét, but affociated with his e- 
nemies to ob{truct his meafures in favour 
of the ofd confiitution ; contlantly adding, 
“* Their new friends will deceive them 
and the p——e likewife, if ever he con- 
fides in them, or they force themfelves in- 
to power ; for the chiefs of them have 
imbibed the leaven of férty one, and will 
change, but not reftore the conftitution, 
whenever they can make the vitious ftride 
‘with any hopes of fucceeding.” 

Herein I diffented from the minifter, on 
a fuppofition that the {cheme of a com- 
‘monwealth, which I knew to be that of 
his opponents and many of his abettors, 
would rather forward than impede the 
‘completion of my healing fcheme. ‘Ihe 
republicans might unhinge the prefent— 
but even that might be but paving the 
way.

S the conftitution of Sweden bears 
A the neareft refemblance to our own, 
your readers perhaps may not difike

fome anecdotes of the prefent govern- 
ment of that kagdom, both as it will 
convince them, that the Swedes do not 
enjoy fuch extent of hberty as we are 
bleifed with, and as the pointing out their 
errors may prevent us trom {plitting up- 
on the fame rock. 

Every body knows, that Sweden dates 
its hiberty fiom the death of Charles X11; 
and that, belides the King, who has but 
a fhadow of Royalty, the conftitution is 
compoted of the three orders, Nobles, 
Clergy, and Peafants, But, befides this 
divifion, the flate, as molt free countries 
are, is {plit into factions, which (with- 
out entering into a more minute detail) 
are at prefent reduced to {ich as wilh to 
{ee fome portion of the King’s authority 


-reflored, and fuch as from perfonal at- 


tachments or perfonal intereits are hited 
under the banners of Count Teflin, The 
King, who is of the molt amiable chara- 
¢ter, is nota Swede born, but was called 
from a German dominion to wear the 
crown, in preference to the hereditary 
branch ; who, as the Swedes very jullly 
apprehended, would not fit patient under 
the diminution of the prerogative 5 efpe- 
cially as they were brought up in all the 
fuperttitious bigotry of the Greck church; 
whereas the prefent King, owing his crown 
to the elective voice of the people, would 
be tied down from attempting to recover 
that power which had occafioned the ex 
clufion of the clder branch. To this 
compact the King has moft inviolably and 
religioufly adhered. It has not been fo 
well obferved on the part of his fubjects ; 
who, being blinded by feditious ring- 
Jeaders, have made continual incroach- 
ments on his Ieaal authority, have left 
him nothing but the empty found of Ma- 
jefly, and transferred to certain chiefs of 
their own amore ablolute power than was 
even enjoved by his predeceflors. This 
is the fource of the prefent differences in 
thatkingdom. men of worth, who 
fer a due valve on liberty, and who would 
lay down their lives to preferve it, are 
yet fentibly offeaded at the infults offered 
to their King; and who, disfranchifed 
from the fervile obedience that was for- 
merly pud to their monarchs, cannot 
b.ar to bave the yoke impo.cd up_n them 
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by their fellow-fubjects. party 
I fhall call t/e Royalifr, have heal 
flandered by their CHEMICS, as tools 
of France ; whereas the o¢ 
publicans, are the men who have conti}. 
buted fo fatally to the prefent agerandize- 
ment of that incroaching power, 

The founder of the republican f,Sioy 
was Count Gyllemburg, an arthal 
man, who laid the plan of his daring ¢:. 
fign even in the bofom of his prince; ja- 
to whofe favour he fo far infinuated hing 
felf, astoatlume the whole authority o! the 
government, even with the favour o! bis 
fovereign. Ariftocracy was his {cheme: 
but tho’ he ftrengthened himtelf with re 
whole power of the Nobility, yet he wf 
them only as cyphers, and indeed the 
chi f of them nature had made cyphers; 
tho’ Tellin, his far lefs able fucceilor, has 
communicated the greateft part of his 
power to them, and made pillars of tho 
whom Gyllemburg only ufed as orn 
ments. The exccilive power of this Count 
was uneafily fubmitted to by the order ot 
Peafants : their complaints were foon 2 
opted and countenanced by a few of the 
Nobility, and by fome afpiring young men 
of their own body, who combined a for 
midable oppofition againft Gyllemburg, 
and at latt overturned his power. — But 
this Mgacious minifter had laid fo deep. 
foundation for bis plan, and formed! 
numerous a party, that tho’ he perfor 
ly loft his power, yet he ftill retained « 
thority enough to delegate it to whore 
ever he pleated. He had long call 
eve upon C. Teflin, one of his cifeiples:

felfith and pofthumous jealoufy of 
ftus, who named Tiberius for his ‘s 
ceflor, that the Romans, by the coms 
rifon, might be forced to acknowle.* 
the happinefs of his government.

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the fall of Gyllemburg. At firft he threw 
himfelf into the arms of the chiefs of the 
oppofition ; men, who, having had no 
view but the removal of an invidious mi- 
iter, immediately dropt all oppofition, 
and endeavoured to re-eltablifh the au- 
thority of their mafter, which had been 
dimmed and diminifhed by the intrigues 
and projects of the late prime minifler. 
Of thefe men Teflin foon grew jealous ; 
and thinking, like the prince of the air, 
that it was better to rule in hell than ferve 
in /eaven, and more eligible to govern 
boys than be governed by men, he be- 
trayed his new colleagues, and affociated 
himfelf with a faction of young men who 
were willing to come into the miniltry 
on any terms, and who were fenfible e- 
nough, that a man who had difobliged all 
parties, till he was forced to have recourfe 
tv them, muft foon be reduced to fubmit 
to any conditions that they fhould think 
fit to impofe upon him, and to commu- 
nicate that power to them which he re- 
ceived from them. The obftacles to thefe 
views were, the Royal authority, the order 
of Peafants, of which thefe young Sena- 
tors had been the demagogues, and C. 
Tellin’s old friends, or the difciples of 
Gyllemburg. The gentlenefs of the king 
they knew would ftand but little in their 
way, if they could malter the other two ; 
which they {truck at on the two following 
richteous maxims. ‘The young Senators 
Were to get cver as many of the order of 
Pealants as would follow them, who were 
to be inrolled among the Nobility.. The 
teiractory were to be reprefented as de- 
Voted to the hereditary branch of the 
Koyal family, and as corrupted by the 
court of Rufha, and on that allegation to 
be excluded from the fenate: A fcheme 
that has moft punétually been put in ex- 
ccution, as we {ce continually by the ac- 
counts in the news-papers. Teflin’s con- 
du¢t to his old friends was to be formed 
on that ungrateful and iniquitous advice 
to have been piven to our Charles II. 
to court his enemies, and neglect his 
friends, who would {tick by him of courfe, 
and for their own honour. The Clergy 
were. no impediment to this f{cheme. 
They had long been negleéted by the mi- 
aitry, and fo kept under, that tho’ they

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{till retained their feat in the fenate, yet 
they never were luffered to hold their an- 
cient and particular fynods. The yreat- 
eft dithculty was the order of Peafants.— 
It had been fometimes practiled, belore 
the meeting of every new diet, to diftin- 
guilh one or two of the moft eminent 
Peafants, by declaring them Noble. This 
precedent ‘Veflin {natched at, and tought 
off in large droves all the fubttantial Com- 
mons by patents of Nobility. Prime es 
popult arripuit— By this means he wez- 
kened the order of Peafants, till at laft he 
totally excluded them from the fenate on 
frivolous pretences. One Dr Blackwell, 
an itinerant phyfician, having been caucht 
writing news, was made a handle tor 
prohibiting all difcourfe of politicks. This 
was foon tollowed by filencing the prets. 
And the Teflinites are now driving at 
humbling the order of the Clergy iil! ter- 
ther; in order to which they have forbad 
the Archbifhop of Upfal from concerning 
himfelf with the affairs of the univertity, 
and have obliged that illuitrious feat of 
learning to receive for their Chancellor, 
a foolith relation of the prime minitter’s, 
a man wholly illiterate, and unworthy of 
the dignity. 

This, Sir, is the prefent ftate of Swe- 
den; on which I thall beg leave to make 
a few general remarks. Ariftocracy is a 
{tate that can never be fuited to the hap- 
pinefs of any people. The wilelt form 
of government imaginable would be the 
regal, if the nature of man were enough 
to be trufted with abtolute power. but 
as that is impoflible, and that the good of 
the whole mult be confulted, prudent na- 
tions have intreduced the ule of fenates 
or parliaments; which gave the body of 
the people an opportunity of confulting on 
what fo immediately aftects them as the 
operations of government do. Nobil:ty 
was never introduced inte the world ter 
the fake of Nobles thon /elves, but to 
per and moderate between the felnihnets 
of Kings, and the blind rathnets ot the 
multitude. Whenever it has paticd thete 
bounds, and aimed at any other authority 
than arbitration, ithas proved prejrdicot 
to the conftitution itfelf; tor Nodiliry 
never interefts itlelf for the people. 48 
it is inferior to the crown, it tries to Ins 
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demnify itfelf by fuperiority over the po- 
pulace: iteither takes part, as in France, 
with the Aing again{t the people ; or ty- 
rannizes over them, as at Genoa. Har- 
ry VII. a wife prince! was fo fenfible of 
the mifchiefs accruing from an overgrown 
Nobility, that he ufed all methods to de- 
prefs his ; and it is to his prudence that 
England owes the flourifhing condition 
of private perfons, and the authority of 
the houfe of Commons, which in_ his 
reign firft held up its head ; and began to 
rival the peerage. On the contrary, Ser- 
vius Tullius, to raife his own authority, 
and inflave the people, fecretly conveyed 
the whole power trom the Commons, by 
the artful inftitution of the comitia centu- 
rigta; in which diftribution he ranged 
all the wealthy citizens into 98 clafles, or 
one body of Nohifity; and left only 95 
to the poor Commons, who by this means 
were always fure of being outvoted. 
Another inconvenience refulting from 
a too numerous WoAz/ity, is the neceflity 
that they will always find for keeping up 
anarmy. The younger fons of Com- 
moners, efpecially in a trading country, 
can always find handfome means of fup- 
porting themfelves and their families, by 
commerce and civil employments ; but 
the progeny of a Nobleman can ill brook 
the degrading occupation of trade, or 
fubmit to the humble duties of commer- 
cial life. Merchantry in France fouls the 
blood; the long robe dithonours it: 
with us it is difgraceful to have any 
farther connexion with trade, than is to 
be contracted by marrying a wealthy ci- 


tizen’s daughter. The church is become, 


as it Were, as reproachful a profeflion to 
a man well born, as the law is in France, 
Arms therefore mutt be the only employ- 
ment worthy of a man of honour; and 
as our Nobility increafes, I don’t doubt 
but a ftanding army will prove requifite, 
that our young men of quality may have 
fome calling, and not be totally idle.

This 
pofition, added to the fecurity they are in 
from the refentment of the Englifh, un- 
der the protection of the French of St 
John’s ifland, fuch as deferted from Cape 
Breton after its reduction, and the native 
Indians, makes it very difficult to find out 
proper expedients to call them to an ac- 
count. 

As the French and Jndian enemy are a- 
tually pof/effed of the whole country, ex- 
cept a {mall diftri@ under command of 
the cannon of Annapolis; this po/fe/ion 
feems to be farther ftrengthened, not only 
by the reduction of Canfo, but by their 
having probably ereéted fortifications at 
Chignecto, Gafpee, Chebuéto, and feveral 
other places of confequence, which have 
not been vifited by our fhips or troops 
fince D’Anville’s difafter. 

I have been the more particular in this, 
to fhew how far the French may, at any 
future congrefs, claim this province, of 
which they have afual poffeffion, as an e= 
quivalent for Cape Breton. And indeed, 
if one muft be given up, it is beyond all 
difpute, that Nova-Scotia is worth more 
toFrance, than that ifland and Newfound- 
land together, confidering its extent, cul- 
tivation, timber for fhips, mafts, mines, 
furs, provifions, multitude of fine har- 
bours, and fifhing-banks, which give 
place to none in the world. Befides, it is 
already more populous, in proportion to 
its extent, than any part of Canada; and 
has above half as many inhabitants as that 
whole country; who wait only the re- 
duction of Annapolis to avow themfelves 
openly our profeffed enemies, to the a+ 
mount of 4000 ftrong hardy fellows, in- 
ured to toil, and ke. fervice, 

Moft of thefe advantages are fuch as 
Cape Breton wants; and the moft mate- 
rial, fuch as it never can have; as the 
foil neither produces the one, nor will ad- 
mit of the other. It does in no refpeé 
fall fhort of that ifland in regard to its 
commodious fituation for the cod-fifhery ; 
and indeed neither the French, nor any 
other nation poffefled of the former, 
would ever have fortified the latter. 

This province being of fuch confe- 
quence, it will appear very extraordinary, 

that, 
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that, notwithftanding Annapolis-Royal, 
the only fortref's in it, was, at the open- 
ing of the war, garrifoned with only about 
80 men, many of which were rendered in- 
capable of fervice, not above 100 men 
have ever arrived there from England to 
their relief fince; which, with the old 
troops, and the fhattered remains of thofe 
taken at Canfo, amount in the whole to 
about 200 men. 

"Tis true, the general affembly at Bo- 
fton, upon application from Col. Mafca- 
rene, gave liberty to fome Gentlemen in 
New-England to raife four companies of 
voluntiers, which they did at their own 
expence, Thefe were fent to Annapolis 
in July 1744, and raifed the fiege of the 
place then, and were continued on duty 
two years after. Since that, on D’An- 
ville’s arrival on the coat, part of a re- 
giment raifed for the abortive Canada ex- 
pedition, were detached from Botton to 
{trengthen the garrifon; which being con- 
tinued there in July laft, the aflembly at 
Bolton repeatedly demanded their return 
of Gov. Shirley, which he has fince com- 
plied with. 

Tis alfo faid, that the French have e- 
vacuated that province. But this muft 
be underftood of the Canadans only ; the 
grofs of the French force in Nova-Scotia 
being compofed of the inhabitants of St 
John’s ifland, deferted French from Cape 
Breton, and fome of the Nova-Scotians, 
who generally retire every winter to the 
remote parts of the province, and lie there 
ready for frefh attacks early in the {pring. 
But thus much has been done on the 
part of New-England. 

On the other hand, let us fee what the 
French have done. In 14744 they invelt- 
ed Annapolis three times with a land- 
force ; but were repulfed, and the garri- 
fon faved, by the voluntiers from New- 
England. The fame year a naval force 
was fent to redace it, in conjunction with 
the land-forces ; but the rainy feafon pre- 
vented their attempting the garrifon for 
that time. In 1745 they betieged it a- 
gain; but were called off to make a di- 
verfion in favour of Louitburg, then at- 
tacked by the forces from New--England. 
1n 1746 the grand attempt was made by 


D'Anville, and the place blocked up by 
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the French and Indians for confiders\) 
time, in expectation of his joining them: 
which never happened. And this year 
we find the French force deftined for th: 
fervice, has been brought into Engla 
by the Admirals Anfon and Warren, 
But, not to reft here, we have a farther 
account of the arrival of three thips of 
war, and eight tranfports with troops, at 
Canada, with a defign, it is thought, t 
attack Annapolis early in the {pring.

By this means they 
would have no foot’ng in North-Ameri- 
ca, except Louifiana on Mifliffippi river. 

I fpeak of Nova-Scotia in its full ex- 
tent; becaufe tho’ all this country was 
called L’ Accadie before its ceflion to the 
Fnglifh, the French have now fixed that 
name, and we, to ape them, that of 4ca- 
dia, to the peninfula only, which com- 
mences at Chignecto; and they have can- 
toned a large part of the remainder into 
aprovince, by the name of Ga/pefia, ly- 
ing to the Weft of the pulf of St Law- 
rence, and on the South-fide of Canada 
river. Here they have carried on a fine 
fihery for thefe twenty years, and con- 
tinue it without interruption to this time, 
notwithftanding our poffeflion of Cape 
Breton, and having a number of fhips to 
cruize in thofe feas. 

It is therefore not only neceffary that 
Annapolis fhould be {trengthened more 
efectually than it is at prefent, but t ata 
pofleffion be got and maintained in other 
parts of Nova-Scotia, by fortifying Can- 


fifo, Chebuéto, and fome proper places 


where the inhabitants are moft numerous, 
to keep them in obedience, and prevent 
the occafional fupplies they afford the e- 
nemy, 

It is oftentimes obferved, that in cafe 
the French fhould fucceed in taking An- 
napolis, it would be no difficult matter to 
retake it again, This may be true in- 
deed: but both we and the French know,

If this neglect continues, 
and Annapolis itfelf is left in danger, fhall 
we not have good reafon to fufpeét that 
Some perfons, knowing how ftubbornly the 
French will conteft for a port in thofe 
parts, are willing they fhould make the 
matter cafy beforehand, and have fome 
equivalent ready to offer for what they 
may demand ? 


FOREIGN HISTORY. 
‘HE affairs of Persta are faid to 
be now pretty quiet. Inftead of 
the proud title of Nadir, which 
fignifies wonderful, affumed by his prede- 
ceffor, the prefent Shah has contented 
himfelf with that of Adi/, or suff, And 
tho’ the firft {tep he took, was to put out 
the eyes of the three fons left by Thamas- 
Kouli-Khan, and then difpatch them by 
oifon, fuch cruel acts, being common 
in the Eaftern or Mahometan countries, 
hinder not a prince from being looked 
upon as a very honeft man; efpecially 
when they are deemed neceflary for keep- 
ing the crown on his head. To gain the 
love of the people, he has remitted a great 
part of the taxes impofed by the late Shah, 
[p.581.]; and as to foreign powers, he 
has given {trong affurances to both the 
Ruflians and Turks, that he will faithful- 
ly obferve the treaties which fubfift be-- 
tween Perfia and them. The Grand Si- 
nior, taking this in good part, has refol- 
ved to compliment him upon his acceflion 
to the throne, but at the fame time to 
continue an army of obfervation upon the 
frontiers, till it fhall appear how far his 
power is eftablifhed, and how well his 
conduct correfponds with his title. 
According to advices from Const Aan- 
TINOPLE, a dangerous revolt has hap- 
pened in Fgypt. We are told, that it 
has been concerting. thefe eight or nine 
years ; and that the Beys have been all 
that time amufing the Ports with q long 
negotiation, in reference to their claims 
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again{t the Bafhaw of Cairo, whom they 
Jikewife amufed with avariety of intrigues, 
while they were bufy filling their maga- 
Zines with arms and military ftores, from 
Barbary, and fome parts of Europe. It 
is faid, that the rebels, after obliging the 
Bafhaw to quit Cairo, have incamped in 
the neighbourhood of that city, with an 
army of 130,000 horfe and foot; and 
that the Porte has been obliged to fend 
thither feveral thoufand Janiffaries by fea, 
and to defile large detachments from the 
army in Afia, in order to quell this re- 
bellion. 

The march of the Russ1An auxiliaries 
feems to be now pretty certain. Accor- 
ding to fome accounts, they confiit of 
37,500 men, and are to be commanded 
by Prince Repnin, faid to be one of the 
moft experienced officers in the Czarina’s 
fervice, We are told, that the firft co- 
lumn was to be put in motion the 25th 
of December N.S. 3; the fecond, the 1ft 
of January ; and the third, on the @th of 
the fame month; fo as the whole corps 
might be affembled on the frontiers of 
Poland, in order to traverfe that kingdom, 
Moravia, and Bohemia, on their way to 
the Rhine. Befides thefe, it is aflured, 
that 30,000 more are to be ftill kept in 
Livonia, at the difpofal of the maritime 
powers, in virtue of a treaty lately re- 
newed.— Mean while, it is faid, that the 
French are Jabouring to negotiate an af- 
fociation in Germany sgaicl the paflage 
of foreign troops through the empire, on 
any pretence whatever. 

From STOCKHOLM we are informed, 
that one Mr Chriftopher Springer, a mer- 
chant, had been in cuftody there ever fince 
February laft, upona charge of having been 
concerned in the fame confpiracy with 
Dr Blackwell. The night before he was 
to receive fentence, finding that no body 
was left with him but the turnkey, he 
plied him fo with liquor, that he fell fatt 
afleep, and taking off his coat, cloak, and 
hat, put them on himfelf. In this dif- 
guife he got out of prifon; and might 
have made his efcape, had he confidered 
before whither to retire: but as it was a 
fudden thought, he chofe the houfe of 
Mr Guy Dickens. the Britih Envoy, in 
popes that it might at leait afford him 
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time to recollect himfelf. In the 
ing, the Swedifh court got notice y he 
he had taken fhelter, 
he fhould be delivered up. As Mr Dic. 
kens did not immediately comply with 
this, a sun of 50 men was placed at the 
gate of his houfe, and all the avenues 
leading to it fecured by 300 more. The 
Britifh minifter, being in no condition to 
refit force, gave up the refugee; bur xt 
the fame time protelted againit this inci. 
gnity and violence, as contrary to tle 
rights of Ambaffadors, the law of mti- 
ons, and the cuftoms hitherto obfaved 
in Sweden. In excufe for what they had 
done, the Swedifh minifters alledged, 
that it was only to fecure his hove irom 
the infults of the populace, who would 
probably have attempted to enter it by 
force, in order to have feized the fugitive, 
Time may difcover whether this gives en- 
tire fatisfaction to the Britifh court. Oa 
the 1{t of December, Mr Springer recci- 
ved fentence of death; bur it has fince 
been commuted into perpetual imprifon- 
ment: befides which, his name is to be 
“avy up on the gallows, and he 1s to 
tand two hours in the pillory at Stock: 
holm, and to undergo the fame punillr 
ment in every town through which he 
pafles on his way to Marftrand, which is 
to be the place of his confinement.—The 
dict of Sweden was to feparate on the 
23d of December. 

Letters from ViENNA bear, that an 
army is to be formed on the Mofelle nes 
campaign. On the 18th of December 
the ftates of Swabia came ta a formal 1 
folution, by a plurality of feventy vor 
againtt fix or feven, “ That they — 
ledge the exiftence and validity of the al 
fociation of the anterior circles with te 
houfe of Auftria, and alfo the obligats 
refulting from it upon all the contrattcg 
parties ; and that they will not delay fen 
ing their minifters to the congrels a 
Francfort, in order to finifh that matte 
—The King of Pruffia has again rencv 
his folicitations, that a fpeedy ena may ;

lefia; but anew difficulty has been fkarte®

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In the mean time, his Pruflian Majeity is 
refolved, that his fubjects fhall become 
preat traders, and that himfelf and his 
fucceffors fhall for the future be confider- 
ed as a maritime power. For this pur- 
pole, he is taking great numbers of fo- 
reign feamen into his fervice ; and has fent 
to his minifters at the feveral courts of 
Europe a refcript, conceived in very {trong 
terms, in reference to the refpect he in- 
(its thall be paid to the Pruflian flag, 
where and when foever it appears. ‘Ihe 
following is a memorial on that fubject 
lately delivered by his minifter at the 
Hague.

|" is about fix months fince I had the 
honour to prefent a memorial to your 
High Mightineffes, praying you to injoin 
all your {ubjeéts, and in particular fuch 
of them as might be authorifed to arm for 
acruize, not to difturb the trade of the 
King’s fubjects. You were then pleafed, 
High and Mighty Lords, to give me for 
aniwer, by your refolution of the ft of 
duly lait, That you had no privateers at 
ca; that there were none yet fitted out ; 
that no commiffions had cven been de- 
manded for that purpofe, and much lefs 
any granted. 
As things have taken a new turn fince, 
the King has injoined me to renew my 
inilances to your High Mightinefles, and 
requeft again, that you would be pleafed 
to give pofitive and ftriét orders to all 
your fubjects, not to moleft nor vex the 
thips of his Majefty’s fubjeéts, upon pre- 
tence of vifiting them, nor upon any pre- 
text whatever; but to let them proceed 
ely on their voyage, on the bare exhi- 
bition of the paiiports and papers which 
Captains of men of war and privateers 
are authorifed to demand a fight of at fea. 
This requeft is agreeable to juftice and 
equity ; and the King has fo much the 
more reafon to expect a f{peedy and fatif- 
factory anfwer, as your High Mightinefles 
have often found yourfelves in the fame 
cafe; and that, according to your refolu- 
tion abave mentioned, you have been ob- 


Blized to make demands of the like nature, 


bpon the complaints laid before you by 
our own fubjecis. It will moreover be 
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the empire, or as an abfolute fovereignty? a means to cement the friendfhip which 


has always fubhited between the two na- 
tions, and which his Majelty defires may 
endure for ever.

Advices from Iraty bear, that, by 
the middle of November, moft part of the 
French and Spanifh troops had repatled 
the Var for winter-quarters ; and that fo 
many of them were fick, that three ho- 
{pitals had been ordered for them at Aix, 
‘Toulon, and Orange. M. de Mirepois 
was left in the county of Nice, to com- 
mand in the abfence of M. Belleifle, who 
arrived at Paris on the 7th of December 
and ten battalions were potted about Ven- 
timiglia, to fuccour that place in cafe of 
neceility.—A part of Gen. Leutrum’s ar- 
my is gone to Final, to keep garrifon 
there during the winter. The Generals 
Nadafti and Clerici are alfo arrived at the 
fame place, and fome other troops have 
been advancing towards Savona,— His 
Sardinian Majetly has fignified his defire 
that another britifh General be fent him, 
to give his opinion in relation to military 
operations, in the room of Gen, Went- 
worth, who died lately at Turin. 

The GENOESE have received fome 
more reinforcements of troops, and the 
Britifh war-fhips have taken a pood 
ber of the veffels going thither with pro- 
vifions. Some Genoefe forces having ad- 
vanced towards the frontiers of the repu- 
blick of Lucca, and committed feveral 
hoftilities upon the territory of Viareg- 
gio, the inhabitants took up arms, and 
killed feven of them. As fatistaction for 
this, a contribution of 6000 fequins was 
demanded of them; and one third of it 
was immediately carried to Genoa by two 
deputies, who were detained as holtages 
for the remainder. When the fenate of 
Lucca required that thofe deputies fhould 
be fet at liberty, the Duke de Kichlicu fi- 
pnified to them, that if the reft of the con- 
tribution were not fent without delay, he 

would 
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would caufe a party of troops fetch it. 
Such a proceeding determined the repu- 
blick of Lucca to defire the affiftance of 
the Auftrians ; and for that purpofe Gen. 
Brown eltablifhed his quarters at Parma, 
that he might be ready to proteét this ftate 
from violence. It is affured, however, 
that the affair is now accommodated upon 
the following conditions: That the re- 
publick of Lucca fhall furnith 40 oxen 
per month for money during a certain 
time limited, with hay and ftraw for 6000 
horfes; fhail permit the Genoefe to cut 
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who are not named. Orders have been 
given for raifing a new Scots regiment 
to confift of 13 companies, of 47 men 
each, officers included.

On the 16th the 
States-General publifhed three placarts in 
relation to the trade with France; pro- 
hibiting, under fevere penalties, the im- 
ae of all wiacs, brandy, refined 
ugars, fyrups, paper, and falt, of the 
produce of France or the French colo- 
nies; the iniurance of all thips, goods, 
and cffects, belonging to the trench 
King’s fubjects ; and all carrying ou of 
trade for their ufe. After this another 
placart was iffued, forbidding all the tub- 
jeéts of the republick, and foreigners li- 
ving within their territories, to carry to 
any of the French dominions, any con- 
traband goods ; fuch as offenfive and de- 
fenfive arms of all kinds, faltpetre, ful- 
phur, or any other warlike provifion and 
ammunition 3 horfes or their accoutre- 
ments; and any kind of materiais tor 
building or equipping fhips. By it alf 
the {tates forewarned the allied, the trend- 
Jy, and the neutral powers, and all peo- 
ple and nations in general, not to tranf- 
port to any place under the French King’s 
dominion, any of the contraband goods 
before {pecified, becaufe they think them- 
felves warranted to feize them. But with 
regard to the fubjeéts of the friendly or 
neutral princes, nothing is to be deemed 
contraband, but what has been declared 
as fuch, in the refpective treaties made 
between the republick and them. All 
veflels met with on the coafts of the ter- 
ritorics and iflands under the crown of 
France, having contraband merchandize 
on board, are to be taken, and con- 
demned as legal prizes; and the offi- 
cers of the republick’s thips of war and 
privatcers 
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privateers are authorifed to bring to the 
fhips they meet with on the open fea, and 
make them exhibit their paffports, bills 
of lading, and other papers ; and in cafe 
they find on board them any fuch goods, 
deftined for a French port, they are to 
feize the veffels. From this may partly 
be collected an anfwer to the Pruffian 
memorial. On the 3oth of December 
another placart was publifhed, according 
to which the crews of all French arm- 
ed veilels, or letter of marque fhips, 
that fhall be taken within the creeks, 
buoys, or at the mouths of the repu-

Bill was brought in to the Com- 

mons, on the 15th of December, 
for the better relief of the poor by volun- 
tary charities 3 and another on the 17th, 
to prohibit infurance on fhips belonging 
to France, and on merchandizes or ef- 
fects Jaden thereon, during the prefent 
War with France. 

The Sheriffs of London prefented to 
the houfe, on the 16th, a petition of the 
Lord Mayor, Aldermen, and Commons, 
in common council affembled, againtt paf- 
fing the bill for a general naturalization of 
foreion Proteftants; fetting forth, That 
it will occafion the decreafe, if not total 
Jois of the duties of package, fcavage, 
portage and balliage of the goods of fo- 

cign merchants: That it is more likely to 
Increafe the poverty, than add to the 
Wealth of this nation; for that neither 
the rich nor the indultrious foreigners 
need fuch inducement, as the latter never 
Wyant encouragement, nor the former the 
Very privilege in queftion, when they ap- 


ply for it to parliament : That a like law 


Was attempted in the reign of K. William, 
bat rejected, on fuch national confidera- 
tions as it is prefumed can never eicape 
the attention, nor lofe the regard of the 
ioufe: That the experiment being made, 
by paffing a law for that purpote, in the 
Fon of Q,. Anne, it was found fo detri- 


ental to the publick intereit, that it was 


fhortly after repealed, and not without 
fome reflexions on the mifchiefs it had 
roduced: and, ‘That as naturalization 
innot convey to foreigners a true know- 


of our happy conititution ia church 
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and ftate, or give them fuch zeal and af- 
fection for it as may be requifite for main- 
taining and defending it; and as thofe 
who have grown up under arbitrary go- 
vernment, may be fitteft to anfwer arbi- 
trary purpofes, too much caution cannot 
be ufed in a matter of fo great impor- 
tance.—-See p. 424.

Alesander Smith). Serjeant in the firft

On the roth the court met at South- 
wark, [p.494.] when Aneas alias An- 
gus Macdonald, faid to be Kinlochmoi- 
dart’s brother, and the pretender’s bank- 
er, was tried. Eight witnefles were ex- 
amined for the King; feveral of whom 
faw him in the rebel-army at different pla- 
ces in Scotland, and at Carlifle, armed, 
and in a highland drefs.

him, tho’ neither his eyes nor his head 
feemed to move to take the compats of a 


line. - Upon my entering the room, the @@ 
good woman arofe from her chair, and q 
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with a modeft furprife, expreffed in her 
looks an inquiry of my bufinefs ; when I 
immediately took the little boy into my 
arms, wiped away his tears, and kifling 
his rofy cheeks, told him, I would wipe 
away his mother’s too, if I was able. 
‘Then turning to her, I defired her to look 
npon me as a friend, who fhould think it 
a pleafure to ferve her. She thanked me 
in a manner that fhewed her hopes were 
at a low ebb, and too far funk to be rai- 
fed by glimmering profpects and airy vi- 
fions. However, fhe called her hufband; 
who approached with more firmnefs in 
his countenance, but with eyes drooping 
with care. He came from a back room, 
and related his misfortunes with that ho- 
neft franknefs and fimplicity, which al- 
ways affects the mind, tho’ uttered in the 
moft plain and homely language. In 
fhort, his prefent diftrefs proceeded from 
his having been a third time vifited by that 
dreadful contagion, which fo fatally {weeps 
away the cattle in fome parts of this king- 
dom. —His ftock, thrice renewed, being 
now irretrievably loft, he faid, would in- 
ftantly reduce him from a {tate of afilu- 
ence, to penury and indigence ; and that 
he mutt be obliged immediately to fell that 
lentiful crop, which lately covered his 
ands, to the greateft difadvantage, in or- 
der to fatisfy the demands of a harth Jand- 
Jord ; and after that, he apprehended that 
he thould be forced to quit his prefent pof- 
fetions, and perhaps glean the fields which 
he himfelf had fown before.— Willing to 
fhorten his uneafinefs, I aiked him what 
fum would remove his prefent anxiety ? 
As foon as he had informed me, I told 
him that I thought myfelf very happy at 
having it in my power to give eafe to any 
honett family ; and at the {ame time em- 
ptied my purfe upon the table. I now 
felt my heart flow with a fympathetick ec- 
ftaty, arifing from the tranfports I myfelf 
had occafioned.—‘Thus with a little gold, 
that had long lain ufelefs in my chett, 1 
have procured the happinefs of a whole 
houfhold, and given myfeif more exqui- 
fite delight than ever 1 before experienced, 
—Go thou, and do bkewife!”

{mugelers, with their loading, which they 
abandoned at fight of the foldiers ; but 
next day returned in great numbers to ie- 
take it; on which the foldiers firing, kil- 
led two, and difperfed the reft.—The 
Portfmouth ftorefhip, laden with naval 
ftores for the fleet in the Mediterranean, 
to avery great value, was funk in cigh- 
teen feet water : fhe had on board allo 
Rear-Adm. Forbes’s baggage. Many {hips 
were alfo caft away on the coaits of Ze 
land, and in the Texel ; among men 
were loft two Dutch privateers, jutt litt 
with all theirmen, Vaft damage 
fo done at land; and the fea ran fo high 
at Roterdam, as to top two ftorics of ™ 
ny houfes. The hurricane extended 0 
Bruffels, where it blew down the p* 
fades, and tumbled the centries with ther 
boxes into the ditch, The Rhine cr 
ried away the bridge at Cologn, with cats 
waggons, and 100 people upon It.

accordingly proceeded to Moydart, and 
Arfaig ; where they found a great quan- 
tity of arms, and forty barrels of powder, 

hid amongft the rocks and woods. 
Having apprehended feveral of the re- 
bels in thofe parts, they learned from 
them, that Lord Lovat, with his fervants, 
and a guard of well-armed and refolute 
men, had retired into an ifland in Loch- 
Morar, a frefh water lake twelve miles in 
length, and fomewhat more than a mile 
diftant from the Weft fea-coaft. In this 
pleafant little ifland, his Lordthip lived, 
with Macdonald of Morar, the proprietor 
of it, his brother Bifhop Hugh 
the Pope’s Apoftolical Vicar of Scotland, 
one Dr Macdonald, and feveral others of 
that rebellious family. Here they degm- 
ed themfelves perfectly fecure, having for 
that end brought all the boats on the lake 
to their ifland; never once fufpecting the 
poflibility of his Majefty’s forces being a- 
ble to bring any boats from the fea, over 
land, into this lake, to dilturb their fecure 
retreat. But they foon found themlelves 
wofully miftaken: for 300 men were 
quickly landed from the King’s fhips on 
that coat, under the command of Capt. 
Fergufon, and the two Capt’ Campbells 
before named, with the regular fubalterns. 
Thefe performeda molt difficult and dange- 
rous march of nine miles, from Arfaig to 
Loch-Morar, over inconceivably rugged 
rocks, where oft-times but one man a- 
4aQ brealt 
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breaft could clamber. Upon their arrival 
at this lake, they immediately fpread them- 
{elves oppofite to the ifle, and in view of 
therebelsthercon ; who, concluding them- 
felves quite free from danger, fired on our 
people, at the fame time calling them by 
infulting and opprobrious names, being 
near enough to be heard. This exultati- 
on, however, was quickly at an end; for 
the King’s fhips having failed round to 
that part of the coaft where their boats 
had fittle more than a mile to be carried 
over land to the lake, (the brook that 
runs from the lake into the fea, near that 
place, being too fmall for navigation), 
the rebels immediately loft all courage, 
upon obferving the men of wars boats 
moving over land towards the lake ; and 
fuddenly taking to their own boats, they 
rowed up the lake with the utmoft preci- 
pitation ; infomuch, that tho’ the Argyle- 
fhire men fwiftly purfued on both fides 
the lake, and that our own boats follow- 
ed, as foon as they could be got into the 
Jake, yetall the rebel Gentry, Macdonalds, 
efcaped into the mountains, excepting the 
before named Dr Macdonald, whom our 
people apprehended, and brought back to 
the ifland, together with the boats of thofe 
rebels. Here they found the before na- 
med Popith Bifhop’s houfe and chapel ; 
which the failors quickly gutted and de- 
molifhed, merrily adorning themfelves 
with the fpoils of the chapel. In the 
{cramble, a great many books and papers 
were toffed about and deftroyed. One of 
the Argylefhire Gentlemen, however, hap- 
pened to get into his hands the few pa- 
pers which have occafioned this addrefs. 
Upon examining the prifoners, it was 
concluded, that Lord Lovat’s lamenefs 
muft have rendered it utterly impractica- 
ble for him to travel in fo rugged a coun- 
try, and that therctore he mult probably 
lie concealed in one or other of the num- 
berlefs caves at the upper end of this 
Jake, where the boats had landed him. It 
was therefore determined to make diligent 
fearch every where thereabout. This fer- 
vice was performed by Capt. Fergufon, 
and the other officers and men, with un- 
wearied diligence, for three days and 
nights ; when, at length, Capt. Campbell 
wf Achachrofan found that unhappy Lord

lying on two feather-beds, not fir from

Having always borne the mott conftant 
aftection to our ancient kingdom of Scot- 
Jand, from whence we derive our Royal 
Origin, and where our progenitors have 
{wayed the fceptre with glory through a 
Jonger fucceffion of Kings, than any mo- 
narchy upon earth can at this day boaft 
of; we cannot but behold with the deep- 
eft concern the miferies they fuffer under 
a foreign ufurpation, and the intolerable 
burdens daily added to their yoke; which 
become yet more fenfible to us, when we 
confider the conftant zeal and affection 
the generality of our fubjects of that our 
ancient kingdom have expretfed for us on 
all oceafions, and particularly when we 
had the fatisfaction of being ourfelves a- 
them. 

— We fee anation always famous for va-

We forther promife and declare, that 
the vailals of fuch as fhall, without re- 
gard to our prefent declaration, ob{tinates 
ly perfitt in their rebellion, and thereby 
forteit all pretenfions to our Koyai cle- 
mency, fhall be delivered from all fervi- 
tude they were formerly bound to, and 
fhail have grants and charters of their 
lands to be held immediately of the 
crown, provided they, upon the pabii- 
cation of this our declaration, declare 
openly for us, and join heartily in the 
canfe of their country.

The love and affection we bear to our 
native country, are fo natural and inhe- 
rent to us, that they could never be al- 
tered or diminifhed by a long and re- 
mote exile, nor the many hardfhips we 
have undergone during the whole courfe 
of our life; and we almoft forget our 
own misfortunes, when we confider the 
oppreflion and tyranny under which our 
country has laboured fo long. We have 
feen our people, for many years, groning 
under the weight of moft heavy taxes, 
and bearing many of the calamities of 
war, while the reft of Europe enjoyed all 
the bleflings of peace. We have feen 
the treafures of the nation applied to 
fatiate private avarice, and lavifhed for 
the fupport of German dominions, or for 
carrying on of ambitious views, always 
foreign, and often contrary to the true 
intereft of the nation. We have fince 
feen the nation involved in wars, which 
have been, and are carried on without a- 
ny advantage to Britain, and even to the 
manifelt detriment and difcouragement of 
its trade, and a preat body of Hanoveri- 
ans taken into the Englifh pay and fervice, 
in 2 molt extraordinary manner, and at 
a moft expenfive rate; nor could we be- 
hold, without indignation, the preference 
and partiality fhewn on all occafions to 
thefe foreigners, and the notorious af- 
fronts put on the Britith troops. We 
have beheld, with aftonifhment, an uni- 
verfal corruption and diffolution of man- 
hers, encouraged and countenanced by 
tho'c whofe example and authority fhould 
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have been employed to reprefs it, and 3 
more than tacit connivance given to all 
irreligion and immorality, Bribery and 
corruption have been openly and univer. 
fally practifed, and no means neglected 
to feduce the great council of the nation 
that it might be the more effeétually en. 
flaved by thofe who ought to be the our. 

‘The manutae‘ures 
of England are vifibly going to decay, 
trade has been negleéted, and even dif 
couraged, and the very honour of the 
nation made a facrifice to the patlions of 
thofe who govern it. 
_ The unhappy ftate to which our fab- 
Jects have been reduced by thefe and 
many other unjuft and violent proceed- 
ings, has conttantly filled our Royal heart 
with grief and concern, while our whole 
thoughts and ftudy have been employed 
towards procuring the mott {peedy and 
effétual remedy to them, which we were 
always fentible could only be computled 
by our reftoration, This has ever been 
the principal view of the feveral attempts 
we have made for the recovery of our 
jutt rights, without being difccuraged by 
the with which we have 
hitherto met.
